Wait, it's a trade name for a new product. 



COMPUTER: 
I will keep the word then. 
Do you have a pronunciation? 



TEACHER: 
Yes it is. 

(At this key phrase the computer stops translating the 
phonetic codes from the speech recognition engine and takes the 
direct phonetic code from the SR front end.) 
BOHZAHTRAHN.
